Washikotos  D.  C..  Mat  4th.  1875. 

The  President,  has  been  earnestly 
pressed  to  define  his  position  on  the 
third-term  question  but  beyond  saying 
that  he  cannot  decline  a  nomination  be¬ 
fore  it  is  tendered  him  he  has  steadily  de¬ 
clined  to  answer. 

Understanding  that  the  new  Attorney 
General,  Judge  Pierrepont.is  not  a  third- 
termer,  people  may  draw  tbe  not  unrea¬ 
sonable  inference  that  iu  making  him  At¬ 
torney  General  the  President  indirectly 
unswers  the  question. 

The  new  Commissioner  of  Peusions, 
H.  M.  Atkinson,  took  charge  of  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Bureau  on  Saturday,  superseding 
Mr.  Baker,  and  signalized  his  assump¬ 
tion  of  duties  by  rescinding  an  arbitrary 
order  of  Baker’s,  which  forbade  the  clerks, 
except  heuds  of  Divisions,  from  leaving 
the  office  any  time  during  the  day,  with¬ 
out  permission  from  the  Superintendent, 
aud  from  receiving  visits  from  their 
friends  aud  acquaintances.  This  order 
was  one  of  many,  arbitrary  and  offensive 
ones.  ^
